CHOOSING ELECTORS 


I 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


Tbe Legislature of Micliis.au passed an 


act providing for the election o! Presi- 
dential electors by Congres-ion»l Districts 
With two electors nl Urge to be chcsen by 
the whole State. Some of our esteemed 
contemporaries priut articles from Eastern 
papers, which are calculated to convey tb 
impression that tho act oE the 
Legislature was almost revolutionary, 
those who imagine that snch is the oia 
will take the trouble to read tbe history o 
th* United States it 
will disabuse the 


miuds o£ the iden. lu the early days o 
the .Republic it was the custom for th 
Legislatures of the several States tonppoin 
all tho Presidential electors to which the 
respective States wore entitled. Marylan 
Virginia and North Carolina provided f 
the election of electors by direct vote o 
the peoplo of the several Concession 
Districts. 
As late as JS24 sis of t 


thirteen original States adhered to the old 
practice of choosing electors by the Legis- 
lature. 
South Carolina clung 
to tbe 


custom until after the war, and Colorado 
in 187G had 
its 
P«esidenti»l electors 


appointed by the Legislature of the State. 


Tha Constitution o£ the United States, 


Article II, Sections, eays: " Eaoh St*te 
shall appoint, in such manner as the Leg- 
islature thereof may direct, a number of 
electors, equal to the whole number of 
Senators and Representatives to which the 
State may be entitled in the Congress, but 
no Senator or Representative, or person 
holding an offioe of profit or trust under 
tho United States, shall be appointed an 
elector," 


This authorizes the Legislature of a 


State to appoint electors, empower the 
Governor or anybody whom they may elect 
to do so, or have them elected by pop- 
ular vote of the whole State or by Con- 
gressional Districts. 
The latter is the 


fairest method jet devised, aa it gives the 
minority in States in which there are two 
or more Congressional districts opportun- 
ity to have a voice in the election of Pres- 
ident of the United States. It has alwajs 
been considered unjust, save by ultra 
partisans, to ;giva the whole electorul vote 
of a State to one candidate, when that vote 
i8 secured by a small majority. 


Instead of the Michigan method being 


revolutionary it 
is simply adopting r 


custom which prevailed in several States 
for a quarter of n century or more, and it 
ought to be adopted in every State in the 
Union which has more than one Congres- 
sional District, unless the Constitution of 
the United States in changed so that the 
President will be elected by the popular 
vote of the whole country. 


NOT NEGLECTING NEVADA. 


That Senator Stewart is busy no person 


who knows him doubts, and that he is 
working for tho interests of Nevada, as 
unceasingly as when Congress was in ses- 
sion, is shown in a letter from a special 
correspondent of the JOUENAL printed this 
morning.

bs seized as a pirate. It is recognized that 
she can be recaptured for violation of tbe 
customs laws, disregard of court, and per- 
haps for kidnapping, but any assumption 
that she is a pirate is completely negatived 
by the doctrine laid down ot the time of 
the" Columbian rebellion 
and 
Panama 


trouble. The Columbian Government had 
declared insurgent vessels to be pirates, as 
the Chilian Government has done, but Sec- 
retary Bayard beld that the Government 
Of the United States cannot regard as pi- 
ratical, vessels manned by parties in arms 
against the Government 
of Columbia, 


when snob vessels are passing to and fro 
from ports beld by snch insurgents, or 
when attacking ports in possession of the 
National Government. 


In the late civil 
war 
the 
United 


States, at an early period of the struggle, 
surrendered the position that those man- 
ning Confederate cruisers were pirates nn- 
der the international law. The United 
States of Columbia cannot, sooner or later, 
do otherwise than accept the same view. 
But, however this may be, no neutral 
power can acquiesce in the position now 
taken by the Columbian Government. 


Another fact, which may bo of interest, 


in view of the expected arrival of tho Itata 
at a Mexican, port, probably Aoapnlco, is 
that she cannot stay there. 
Under the 


parctices of the international law, the Mex- 
ican Government could not refuse to pro- 
tect her but she could not remain in porl 
more than 24 hours, as to do so would sub 
ject her to the ohiuga of using the port 
as a base of operations against a friendly 
government. So, if the vessel reaches 
Acapalco before the Charleston the latcer 
vessel would have simply to wait outside 
the port for 24 hours to get an oppor 
tnnity to retake the Itata and her stores 
providing they have not, ia the meantime 
been transferred to the Esmeralda.

THE INDIAN SCHOOL. 


The Indian school at Carson is in trouble. 


Superintendent Gibson finds himself com- 
pelled to close the school on account of 
lack of available appropriations. 
The 


Commissioner of Indian Affairs has been 
appealed to to use money out of the gen- 
eral fund in order to keep the institution 
running until the first of July. In case 
that is not done, the school will be closed, 
the crops already sown will necessarily go 
to ruin for want of attention, and the pu- 
pils will be turned out to shift for them- 
selves, and the progress of the institution, 
which has been remarkable under the effi- 
cient management of Mr. Gibson, retarded 
for an indefinite time, to the permanent 
injury of the institution. 
Senator Stow air, 


as we all know, is highly interested in the 
suoaesa of the Indian school, and if it is 
closed It w:ll not be because he is not now 
making strenuous efforts to secure availa- 
ble funds to keep it in existence. 


lUITj FACILITIES, 


The people in Southwestern Nevada are 


suffering from lack of proper and adequate 
mail service, and it i« hard to make the 
Postal officials hero see under what great dis- 
advantages the peopio of that section are 
laboring. They claim that the cost of the 
service is BO large and the receipts so mea- 
gre that the Department does not feel justi- 
fied in granting the service. Senator Stew- 
art is giving this matter his special atten- 
teution and hopes to secure for the people 
of Southwestern Nevada the mail service 
they ought to have. 


WOBKINOt rOB NEVADA. 


There are a number of other matters in 


which the State ia interested after which 
he is looking. Ho is working as hard now 
as he did when Congress was in session. 


His constituents certainly have no rea- 


son to complain of him, either because he 
does not look after their interests or that 
he is still in Washington, for wherever he 
is, the welfare of his State is his first con- 
cern. 


Cattle Being Shipped in From Calilorntn 


The unprecedented drought of 1889, fol- 


lowed by the severe winter of 1889-90, left 
the Nevcda ranges almost destitute of live 
stock. Thousands of cattle and sheep 
perished, not because of tha severity of the 
winter, but for the reason that there was 
no feed, not even green sagebrush, on the 
great plains of Central and Northern Ne- 
vada, on which oattle and sheep found 
good pasturage in winter, wlieu the snow 
furnished them water, because they were 
npt grazed in summer on account of the 
scarcity of water. Last season stock was 
scarce on the range, though feed was abun- 
dant, and this year the same conditions 
exists. 
Stockmen, however, have con- 


cluded that it is unprofitable to pay taxes 
on land that they own and do not utilize, 
and that it does not benefit the State cor 
individuals to let grass grow nnd wither on 
the public domain, so rhey are restocking 
the range. 
Miller & Lux are shipping 


2,000 boad of stock oattle to their Piute 
Meadows range, Henry Folgham is taking 
over a thousand head to Northern Hum- 
boldt, R. E, Moore has purchased GOO 
head for his ranch on the Owyhee, George 
D. Bliss will abip as in any more to Jackson 
Creek, and William Dunphy will put sev 
eral thousand head on bis Beowawe and 
Maggia Creek ranches. 
Some of these 


bands of cattle are being shipped by rail to 
Central Nevada, and more are being driven 
across the mountains. The Dnnphy cattle, 
which are from Arizona and New Mexico, 
are being drifen by way of Owens river 
across the mountains, and the Moore oattle 
will be driven by way of Honey Lake Val- 
ley and Quinn river to Northern Elko. 


In a iew years there will be oattle and 


sheep enough for the range, but stockmen 
will not forget the lesson taught thorn in 
1889-90, and will take good care not to 
overstock the range, and see that they 
have hay enough to winter what stock they 
keep. Meat is bound to be high, as the 
range is becoming more restricted every 
year, and cattle are getting too valuable to 
permit them to perish.

HEXAGONAL POWDER 


WHY AND HOW CANNON POWDER 


IS*" RAMMED BEFORE IT IS USED. 


tt IljCoiuitroMed by Hjrdvaullo Muohinos 


Into Convenient IJttle rrlama—Some- 
thing. About tn« Freu That Dora the 
Work—A Complicated ProooM. 
A large immbor of persons who vis- 


ited; tho Bcono of tho disnstroUB powder 
explosion of the Da Pont Powder mills 
earned away with them, us mementos 
of tho explosion, little six-aided pieces of 
a black material which they generally 
supposed to bo iron or some soft metal. 
Those mementos were Bix sided, about 
li inches long, one inch in diameter, and 
were pierced by u small round hole. 
They appeared to bo blank six sided nuts, 
ready to be tapped or threaded to make 
them available on the bolts of the mill 
machinery. They appeared to be inno- 
cent little things, easy to pilfer and con- 
venient to carry, and served nicely as 
mementos of the great explosion. 


In reality these innocent looking me- 


mentos are lumps of concentrated ex- 
plosive energy. 
They are prisms or 


lumps of prismatic powder. 
The-nome 


is doubtless owing to the peculiar shajpe 
given to/ each piece or block, which^is 
that of a short hexagonal prism. This 
form is the resnlt of intense pressure to 
which the powder is exposed in its pas- 
sago through a powerful hydraulic press. 
It was chosen for the same reason that 
the honey bee chooses to make the cells 
in its comb hexagon—economy of space. 
In building cartridges for big guns oat 
of this po\yder the pieces fit snagly to- 
gether. 


The compression has put every possi- 


ble ounce of force into the prism, the 
Binall sizs of the prisms enable the gun- 
ners accurately to measure the force of 
each chai-ge, and the hexagons pack to- 
gether without loss of space in the load 
chamber of tbo gun. In the manufacture 
of this powder science has learned to 
ram tho phargo of powder before putting 
it into tho guu barrel. 


THE MACHINE. 


Tho concentration of power by means 


of the hydraulic press is so great that 
solid prisms of this powder loaded into a 
gun would probably burst it, and if not 
would be wasted by ejectment from the 
gun before it waa all burned. The round 
holo in the prhms of powder, which 
makes them a complete duplicate of a 
blank six sided iron nut, is to secure ex- 
pansion equally in all directions, and to in- 
sure the combustion of all the explosive. 


The machines by which these prisms 


of concentrated power are manufactured 
are models of compact, strong and accu- 
rate working machinery. One of them 
stands about eighteen feet high, and will 
weigh about 50,000 pounds. It occupies 
a floor space 4 feet 4 inches by 8 feet 4 
inches, is capable of exerting a pressure 
of 135,000 pounds on a surface of about 
fifty-four square inches in area, and will 
make fifty-four prisms of powder at 
every stroke of its pistons. 


The most apparent feature of this press 


is its weight and strength, b,nd its surpris- 
ing characteristic is easo of movement 
and contiol. It is composed of two water 
cylinders and two rams, connected by 
four polished iron roda about four and a 
half inches in diameter, standing on a 
rectangular foundation. The cylinders 
and rams aro at opposite ends of these 
rods. The rains work toward each other 
centrally with tho rods, 


Between the rams are four cast iron 


plates six inches thick, 3 feet 2 inches by 
4 feet C in area, three of which move 
with the mm and one is stationary. This 
stationary plate is perforated with fifty- 
four round holes, about two inches in 
diameter, that have been partially filled 
with brass bushings. 
Through these 


bushings aro tho six sided holes in which 
the powder ia compressed. 


THE PROCESS. 


Working directly over this plate is a 


similar one attached to the ram of the 
upper cylinder, and guided by the four 
polished iron rods which fit into a half 
round ixceso at each of its corners. It is 
armed with six sidod brass plungers, 
which in its descent pass into the six 
sided liolos in tho stationary plate. Be- 
low tho stationary plate is another 
plunger plate similar tQ the upper one, 
and below this is the needle plate. The 
needle pi • to is armed on its upper sur- 
face with fifty-four long steel needles, 
which extend up through tho lower 
plunger plate and into the hexagon holes 
in the stationary plate. These needles 
make tlio round holes in the prisms of 
powder. 


Tho power of these presses is generated 


in the cylinders simply by pumping 
water into them and behind the rams. 
Tho cylinders are 11, 13 and 13 inches in 
diameter. Tho upper one has two com- 
partments—tho ram tilling the lower one, 
and above it is a cylinder with a lifting 
piston by which tho ram is raised after 
its downward stroke in compressing the 
powder. The lower ram is raised by 
pumping water under it, and is lowered 
by letting the water out, which will be 
accomplished automatically. 


In operation the parts of this press are 


so adjusted that the plungers of the up- 
per and lower plunger plates and the 
needles approach each other through the 
movement of the rams. Tho holes in 
the stationary plate are stopped on the 
lower side by the ends of the plungers, 
and the needles entering through the 
plungers extend up through the station- 
ary plate. The hexagon holes are then 
filled with wet powder and the rams 
brought together, exerting a pressure of 
2,500 pounds on the powder in each of 
the holes, compressing into a solid hex- 
agonal prism 1 i inches long, one inch in 
diameter, with a hole of about £ inch in 
diameter through it longitudinally,— 
Wilmington News.
